DIRECTORS’  REPORT. 


It  will  be  twenty-three  years  on  the  9th  of  February, 
1914,  since  the  Sanatorium  first  opened  its  doors.  Dur¬ 
ing  the  past  year  there  has  been  no  change  from  preced¬ 
ing  years,  as  far  as  favorable  results  are  concerned.  The 
Sanatorium  shows  more  than  ever  its  usefulness  in  the 
community:  first,  for  bringing  tuberculous  patients  back 
to  health;  and,  second,  in  enabling  them  to  act  as  mis¬ 
sionaries  in  teaching  others  not  only  how  to  cure,  but 
how  to  guard  against  a  disease  which  is  largely  due  to 
ignorance  of  hygienic  laws. 

In  our  last  report  the  subsequent  histories  were  given 
of  former  patients  who  have  been  at  Sharon  since  the 
opening  of  the  Sanatorium  up  to  1911.  Nothing  has 
occurred  since  that  time  to  change  the  favorable  reports 
then  given.  On  the  contrary,  each  year  that  passes 
with  a  favorable  report  from  former  patients  only  gives 
additional  proof  of  the  inestimable  value  of  such  an 
institution. 

Special  attention  is  called  to  the  Medical  Report,  in 
which  an  explanation  is  made  of  certain  changes  in  tabu¬ 
lating  the  immediate  results  of  treatment  to  conform  to 
the  very  conservative  method  now  adopted  by  the 
National  Association  for  the  Study  and  Prevention  of 
Tuberculosis  and  the  National  Sanatorium  Association. 

A  somewhat  radical  change  in  the  management  has 
been  made  this  year,  by  which  the  combined  offices  of 
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Matron  and  Superintendent  have  been  abolished,  and 
full  charge  of  both  medical  and  administrative  depart¬ 
ments  has  been  put  into  the  hands  of  the  Medical  Super¬ 
intendent,  according  to  the  custom  of  most  sanatoria. 

This  action  necessitated  the  retirement  from  office  of 
our  most  faithful  and  efficient  Matron  and  Superintend¬ 
ent,  Miss  Alice  R.  Hodges,  whose  term  of  office  expires 
on  the  31st  of  December,  1913,  after  more  than  twelve 
years  of  untiring  devotion  to  the  work.  To  Miss  Hodges' 
unremitting  zeal  and  care  a  large  part  of  the  success  of 
our  work  at  Sharon  is  due.  She  retires  with  the  hearty 
good  wishes  of  all  who  have  been  associated  with  her  and 
with  the  never-ending  gratitude  of  many  patients  who 
in  the  past  have  been  under  her  care. 

During  the  leave  of  absence  granted  her  in  the  past  few 
months  for  much-needed  rest,  Dr.  Griffin  has  held  the 
position  of  Acting  Superintendent. 

Last  spring,  under  the  auspices  of  our  indefatigable 
Auxiliary  Committee,  a  performance  was  given  at  the 
Boston  Opera  House,  entitled  “Pandora's  Box."  For 
the  production  of  this  beautiful  pageant  we  are  again 
indebted  to  Mr.  Eben  D.  Jordan,  who  lent  the  Opera 
House  for  an  afternoon  and  evening.  For  the  success 
of  the  entertainment  we  are  chiefly  indebted  to  Mr. 
Herbert  L.  Jaques,  for  whose  untiring  efforts  in  behalf 
of  the  Sanatorium  the  Directors  cannot  be  sufficiently 
grateful. 

It  should  be  constantly  emphasized  that  the  object  of 
the  Sharon  Sanatorium  is  to  minister  to  a  large  class  of 
patients  often  most  hard  to  reach  and  for  whom  there  is 
a  lamentable  lack  of  accommodation  in  our  country.  The 
rich  and  the  very  poor  are  comparatively  well  provided 
for  now;  but  as  a  place  of  refuge  for  those  of  very  limited 
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means  to  whom  refined  and  comfortable  surroundings  are 
essential  there  is  practically  no  place  in  New  England 
outside  of  Sharon  where  for  ten  dollars  a  week  such  people 
can  find  suitable  lodging  and  medical  care  combined. 
The  moderate  price  charged  (which,  however,  fails  to 
meet  the  necessary  annual  outlay)  is  within  the  means 
of  many  who  cannot  afford  more  expensive  places.  In 
giving  aid  to  the  Sanatorium,  therefore,  one  may  feel 
assured  that  assistance  is  rendered  to  an  important  class 
of  people  who  at  the  same  time  are  relieved  from  the 
sense  of  being  recipients  of  charity. 

The  following  extract  from  a  letter  is  typical  of  many 
others  received  from  former  patients: — 

“I  tried  to  tell  you  something  of  my  gratitude  for  the  great  good 
I  have  received  while  at  the  Sanatorium,  but  I  feel  that  I  did  not 
hah  express  my  appreciation.  It  has  meant  more  to  me  than  I 
can  tell  you,  for  during  the  year  which  I  have  spent  here,  learn¬ 
ing  how  to  really  live,  I  have  come  to  love  dear,  beautiful  Sharon, 
and  I  feel  stronger  than  I  ever  have  in  my  life  because  of  the  health 
which  has  been  restored  to  me  in  the  Sanatorium.  It  has  been 
more  than  a  sanatorium, — a  place  where  one  may  find  rest  and 
strength :  it  has  been  a  home ,  and  I  earnestly  hope  that  I  may  carry 
its  influence  for  good  into  the  fives  of  others  and  always  be  more 
helpful  because  I  have  lived  here.”

SUPERINTENDENT’S  REPORT. 


Dec.  1,  1913. 

During  the  fall  extensive  repairs  have  been  made,  in¬ 
cluding  shingling  of  half  the  main  building.  Much  paint¬ 
ing,  also,  has  been  done.  In  fact,  practically  the  whole 
interior  of  the  Sanatorium  has  been  gone  over,  and  now 
looks  very  well.  Since  the  former  superintendent,  Miss 
Hodges,  who  retired  in  July,  left  an  exceptionally  effi¬ 
cient  corps  of  workers,  it  has  been  possible  to  make  these 
repairs  and  changes  without  delay  or  discomfort.  The 
present  holder  of  the  office  of  Superintendent  wishes  to 
here  express  his  appreciation  of  this  fact. 

During  the  summer  the  garden  has  been  a  constant 
delight,  and  has  furnished  an  abundance  of  fresh  vege¬ 
tables.  This  has  not  only  been  an  economical  measure, 
but  also  has  meant  that  the  table  has  been  supplied  with 
a  much  higher  quality  of  produce  than  could  possibly 
have  been  obtained  from  the  market.  In  preparing  for 
next  year’s  garden,  some  expense  has  been  involved  in 
the  purchase  of  tools  that  will  allow  more  of  the  work  to 
be  done  by  the  men  at  the  Sanatorium,  and  thus  save 
the  hiring  of  outside  labor. 

There  are  a  number  of  things  that  are  greatly  desired 
at  this  time.  One  is  a  good  strong  horse  for  farm  work. 
Another  is  a  new  piano  to  replace  the  present  one,  which 
has  had  hard  service  for  about  twenty  years  and  has 
probably  given  more  pleasure  to  the  patients  than  any 
other  single  thing  about  the  place.  For  a  third  thing 
a  small  automobile  would  save  much  of  the  man’s  time 
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in  marketing  and  when  going  on  various  errands.  Suit¬ 
able  and  standard  books  are  always  much  appreciated  by 
patients. 

The  Lovering  Free  Bed  Fund  is  not  yet  available,  and, 
if  it  were,  would  only  maintain  one  patient.  It  would 
seem  a  very  desirable  thing  if  other  funds  could  be 
started,  or,  rather,  founded  outright,  for  maintenance 
of  one  or  more  free  beds.  There  have  been  each  year 
instances  where  patients  have  left  the  Sanatorium  sooner 
than  seemed  desirable  because  of  lack  of  funds. 

At  present  there  are  numerous  forms  of  treatment 
for  the  carrying  out  of  which  special  apparatus  is  re¬ 
quired.  In  particular,  the  X-ray  has  been  found  of  very 
considerable  value  in  both  diagnosis  and  treatment  of 
lung  conditions.  An  entirely  worthy  gift,  therefore, 
would  be  an  X-ray  apparatus  and  the  necessary  funds  for 
operating  it.

Of  the  52  cases  discharged  during  the  year,  4  stayed  less 
than  a  month.  Five  others  did  not  react  to  the  maxi¬ 
mum  test  dose  of  tuberculin,  and  there  were  3  cases  that 
had  tuberculosis,  but  not  of  the  lungs.  This  leaves  40 
cases,  therefore,  to  be  considered  in  detail  in  this  report. 
A  tabular  view  follows,  showing  the  cases  classified  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  suggestion  of  the  National  Association  for 
the  Study  and  Prevention  of  Tuberculosis,  and  a  word  of 
explanation  would  seem  to  be  necessary. 

Experience  has  shown  that  in  tuberculosis  the  term 
“cured”  or  even  “apparently  cured”  is  not  justifiable 
in  the  comparatively  short  time  of  stay  in  a  sanatorium, 
lest  a  false  idea  of  security  against  return  of  disease  be 
given  to  the  patients.  This  is  in  accordance  with  the 
original  methods  used  at  Sharon,  where  in  earlier  years 
the  term  “arrested”  was  the  only  one  used  to  express  a 
favorable  result,  although  the  subsequent  histories  of 
such  cases  have  shown  that  the  arrest  of  disease  has  been 
apparently  permanent  in  the  majority. 

A  change  from  this  method  was  made  only  at  the 
request  of  the  National  Association  and  the  American 
Sanatorium  Association  three  or  four  years  ago,  but  after 
use  it  was  determined  that  a  more  conservative  nomen¬ 
clature  was  best. 
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The  following  tabular  view  was,  therefore,  last  year 
adopted  by  both  associations,  and  will  be  adhered  to  by 
the  Medical  Board  at  this  institution. 

Scheme  for  the  Classification  of  Subsequent  Observations 

ADOPTED  BY  THE  NATIONAL  ASSOCIATION  FOR  THE  STUDY 

and  Prevention  of  Tuberculosis  and  by  the  American 
Sanatorium  Association  in  1913. 

Apparently  Cured: 

All  constitutional  symptoms  and  expectoration  with  bacilli 

absent  for  a  period  of  two  years  under  ordinary  conditions  of  life. 

Arrested: 

All  constitutional  symptoms  and  expectoration  with  bacilli 

absent  for  a  period  of  six  months;  the  physical  signs  to  be  those 
of  a  healed  lesion. 

Apparently  Arrested: 

All  constitutional  symptoms  and  expectoration  with  bacilli 

absent  for  a  period  of  three  months;  the  physical  signs  to  be  those 
of  a  healed  lesion. 

Quiescent: 

Absence  of  all  constitutional  symptoms;  expectoration  and 
bacilli  may  or  may  not  be  present;  physical  signs  stationary  or 
retrogressive;  the  foregoing  conditions  to  have  existed  for  at  least 
two  months. 

Improved: 

Constitutional  symptoms  lessened  or  entirely  absent;  physical 
signs  improved  or  unchanged;  cough  and  expectoration  with  bacilli 
usually  present. 

Unimproved: 

All  essential  symptoms  and  signs  unabated  or  increased. 

Died :

At  first  sight  the  results  at  Sharon  would  appear  to 
be  less  favorable  than  in  previous  years.  As  a  matter 
of  fact,  however,  precisely  as  good  results  have  been 
obtained  as  heretofore,  the  difference  being  merely  in  a 
more  conservative  use  of  terms  for  the  reason  aforesaid. 

In  our  treatment  we  still  rely  chiefly  upon  the  trinity 
of  fresh  air,  good  food,  and  rest  combined  with  regulated 
exercise.  Graduated  manual  labor  is  used  as  a  thera¬ 
peutic  measure  with  marked  success.  In  summer,  garden¬ 
ing  and  light  forms  of  outdoor  work  are  used;  in  winter, 
brush-cutting  is  substituted.  As  specific  forms  of  treat¬ 
ment,  we  have  used  tuberculin  for  ten  years  in  selected 
cases  with  increasing  belief  that  in  many  instances  it  has 
a  markedly  beneficial  influence.  As  to  its  immunizing 
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effect  in  the  prevention  of  recurrent  attacks  of  the  dis¬ 
ease,  we  are  unable  to  make  positive  statements;  but 
we  are  inclined  to  believe  in  the  theory  advanced  by  some 
that  a  prolonged  and  careful  use  of  tuberculin  tends  to 
lessen  the  danger  of  relapse.  During  the  past  years  we 
have  resorted  to  the  operation  of  producing  “artificial 
pneumothorax.”  In  some  cases  the  marked  improve¬ 
ment  following  this,  after  months  of  discouragement  and 
ill  success  by  other  methods,  has  encouraged  us  to  con¬ 
tinue  its  use.  As  in  the  use  of  tuberculin,  we  believe 
that  this  method  should  be  used  with  great  caution  and 
not  until  the  technique  of  the  operation  is  thoroughly 
understood  by  the  operator.
